Square restricting Overnight Parking to 2 streets.

8 . LAWA UPDATE 

Barbara Yamamoto reported that LAWA has entered into a new agreement for tree 
trimming along Century Blvd., the center median landscaping will be refreshed with 
new plants, traffic delays in the central terminal area are to continue as long 
construction of terminals is being performed but that weekly advisories go out to 
interested parties about the traffic delays, and the a special guided tour of the TBIT 
construction zone has been set up for August 8 th for the Gateway to L.A. board 
members. 
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9. NEW BUSINESS 

Nelson Zager reported on complaints from hotel guests regarding 45 minute delays in 
getting from LAX to the hotel, and that construction on the Radisson parking structure 
has resumed and is expected to be completed by year-end.
